| Skin and SCUBA Diving Tae Le 
| Water skiing, skin and SCUBA: oo 
diving also have large followings 
in Pittsfield. These are sports you 
shouldn’t even consider unless 
iyou’re a good swimmer. If you’re 
planning to take up skin or SCUBA 
diving, get a medical checkup first 
to find out whether you can take 
underwater swimming. Not every- 
one can. Learning how to dive is 
easy enough, but don’t try it until 
you’ve had training by a qualified 
instructor. 

The hazard of drowning is al- 
ways present in all water sports. 
Trying to save someone from 
drowning can turn into a double 
tragedy if you don’t know what 
you're doing. Water rescues are 
for strong swimmers skilled in 
lifesaving ‘methods, he empha- 
sized. Even they should stay out § 
of the water except as a last re- 
sort. It’s best to find something 
ito throw to the victim that will 
hold him up. Reaching out with a 
pole or article of clothing are also 
suggested methods of water res- 
cue. 

If artificial respiration is need- 
ed, several methods are effective. 
Recommended by the YMCA since 
1937 for small children, the mouth- 
to-mouth method is now widely} 
used and is a preferred method 
even with adults. It’s easy to} 
learn, simple and direct. 

Place the victim on his back.! 
Turn his head to the side, force 
}open his mouth and wipe out quick- 
ly with thumb or cloth. Straighten 
the head and lift the jaw by tilt- 
ing the head backward to ensure 
a clear flow of air: Keep your 
right. thumb inside the victim’s 
lower teeth, holding his chin up 
with your fingers. Pinch his nos- 
trils tightly shut with your fin- 
gers. Now, take a deep breath 
and open your lips wide. Place 
your mouth tightly over the vic- 
tim’s mouth and your thumb. 
Blow air forcefully, making his 
chest rise, Pull away and release. 
Repeat every three to five seconds. 

Another effective method rec- 
ommended by the YMCA is as 
ollows. Place the victim face 
down. Kneel on one knee, facing 
nis head. Place his hands under 
is cheek.

Big Factor 


Mayor Cites 
Vital Projects, 
Salary Raises

A new high was set today as 
the Board of Assessors announced 
that the 1962 rate would be:63.60 
per $1,000 valuation. This is a {| 
$6.10 increase over last year, and > 
is the largest single increase since 
the revaluation in 1948. 

An increase over last year of 
almost $1 million in the city’s 
budget, plus a drop of about $100,- 
000 in estimated receipts, ac- 
counted for the rise. One of three : 
compensating factors, though, was 
a $272,000 increase in estimated 
receipts from the motor vehicle 
excise tax. Another was that a 
$45,000 reduction in expected re- 
ceipts from the state was more 
than offset by a $66,000 cut in 
taxes owed by the city to the 
county and state. 

The third factor was a $2 million ‘ 
increase in the city’s total as- 
sessed valuation. The valuation for 
this year is $125,860,000. This is 
because of a $1.5 million rise in 
real estate valuations and a $500,-. 
000 increase in personal property 
assessments. Last year, the heavy 
construction in the city produced 
a $2.5 million increase in the to- 
tal valuation.

It is good to learn that Mayor Haughey © 


intends to appoint a citizens’ commission 


to study the needs of the Police Depart: 
ment. Such a study was requested by 
Chief Thomas H. Calnan last summer, 
and subsequent events (including the un- 
pleasant evidences of spotty morale and 
insubordination within the department)

Although the mayor offered no specifics 
in his message to the City Council this 
week, the main ‘subject of the proposed 
study will presumably be the depart- 
ment’s manpower needs, which for vari- 
ous reasons have been neglected for too.

cruitment and police administration that 


‘can only come when pay scales are raised 


to what they should be. A survey which 
ignores this fundamental problem will be 


doing less than half its job. 


To say that Pittsfield’s present. pay 
scale—which ranges from $4,524 a year 
to $5,304 for patrolmen—compares toler- 
ably well:: 1 other Massachusetts cities 
is no argument at all: for the plain fact 
is that police are badly paid almost ev- 
erywhere.

It is too early to tell with any certainty 
What Mayor Haughey’s ‘record-busting 
new budget of $11.3 million will do to 
Pittsfield’s 1961 tax rate of $57.50. The 
answer depends in large part on how 
much the City Council will try to pare 
from the mayor’s estimates and, more 
important, how much additional revenue 
may come into the city coffers this year 
from state tax distributions, automobile 
excise taxes and new assessments. 

But it is not too early to say that the 
tax rate is definitely on the rise again, 
and that this year’s increase will almost: 
certainly be the biggest since Mayor 
Haughey took office four years ago. At 
this juncture an increase of $5 looks like 
a pretty good guess. 

To a degree, this prospect tends to 
support the complaints made during 
last year’s municipal election campaign 
to the effect that the 1961 tax rate de- 
crease of $1.50, which was probably the 
biggest single factor in Mayor Haughey’s 
victory, did not truly reflect the city’s 
financial condition. By drawing rather 
heavily on surplus funds to finance sal- 
ary increases which could better have 
been financed from current revenue, and 
by employing. the time-honored device 
of deliberately underestimating public 
welfare expenses, the mayor merely de-

right to carry a gun, and the fringe bene- | 


fit of being officious with impunity. The 
consequences of this are all too evident 
in public disrespect for police, in the 
prevalence of third-degree methods, and 
in the susceptibility of police in many 
cities to corruption; What is commonly 
decried as the “police mentality” isn’t so 
much in.the nature of the-work as in the 
nature of many of the men whom the 
work attracts. 


Pittsfield, happily, is s far better policed 


than many other communities; but even 
here the standards of admission to the 
force are far less demanding than they 
ought to be. (We would hope that the 
citizens’ commission on police needs, 


when it comes into being, will consider | 
the possibility that Pittsfield could be a ; 
trail-blazer.in recognizing that the quality s 


of police service is ultimately and inevit- 
ably dependent on how much the publigv 
is willing to pay for it. yi 
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The Mayor’s $11.3 Million Budget 


last year’s increase in appropriations, In 
retrospect, the charge that it was “an 
election-year tax rate” has now been, at 
least partially vindicated. | 

But this is water over the dam. As 
far as the mayor’s 1962 estimates are 
concerned, the important point to note 
is that the lion’s share of the $1 million 
increase over last year is unavoidable. 
Nearly 40 per cent of it is in the Sehool 
Department budget, which the mayor 
and City Council are powerless to cut. 
Another $200,000 is attributable to sal- 
ary increases which have already been 
approved and are in most cases thor- 
oughly merited. Most of the remainder 
is in the welfare budget, which is virtu- 
ally dictated by federal and state law, 
and in rising debt and interest payments 
resulting from such necessary programs 
as the overhaul of the city’s sewer and 
water systems. 

In short, the mayor’s orogated budget 


-is. basically a conservative one which 


holds the line as firmly as could be ex- 
pected. The resultant tax rate increase 
will represent in part a deferred pay- 
ment on budget increases that should’ 
have been -but weren’t reflected in last 
year’s rate. But it also will reflect the 
plain and inescapable fact that the cost 
of government is no more immune to the 
effects of an inflation than is the cost of 
any other service which the public buys. Vh
